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COUNTY LIBRARY NEWS 


One of the active committees of the 
County Section is the Public Relations 
Committee with Miss Nancy Leavitt, 
of the Chester County Library as chair- 
man. Since the beginning of the year 
at bi-monthly intervals this committee 
sends out to each county library a re- 
lease with suggestions for newspaper 
publicity and stunts for actually “gear- 
ing the community to the library.” 
These suggestions give unity to a public 
relations program and are a boon to a 
busy librarian. 

The section has been authorized to 
purchase for P. L. A. the film “Library 
on Wheels” as filmed by Canada’s Na- 
tional Film Board. We are planning on 
featuring the film at our sectional lunch- 
eon at P. L. A. in Pittsburgh. It shows 
a good picture of county library service, 
and is applicable to Pennsylvania even 
though laid in Canada. It will be avail- 
able for rental purposes after October. 

Adams County has tried the idea of 
contacting each school board in the 
county and contracting with them for 
support of the Library to the extent of 
a minimum of $10 per teacher annually. 
To date about one-third of the boards 
have responded with receipts well over 
$400! It may work in other counties. 

Active support is being given to the 
Public Library Demonstration Bill by 
the county librarians and directors of 
county libraries. Your continued inter- 
est will make possible better rural li- 
braries for Pennsylvania.

EVELYN L. MATTHEWS 
RETIRES 


For 19 years a member of the staff 
of the Library Extension Division, 
Pennsylvania State Library, and foster- 
mother of many a library throughout 
the Commonwealth, Miss Evelyn L. 


Matthews resigned July 1, 1946, chiefly 
for reasons of health and desire for rest 
from the heavy responsibilities of carry- 
ing double and even triple administra- 
tive responsibilities, due to the absence 
of an Extension Librarian, and the war 
professional manpower shortage. 

Miss Matthews is an alumna of Pratt 
Institute School of Library Science, and, 
before coming to the Library Extension 
Division as Consulting Librarian in Oc- 
tober, 1927, had been an assistant in 
the Osterhout Library, Wilkes-Barre; 
Librarian, Indiana State Teachers’ Col- 
lege, and Librarian, Brownsville Public 
Library. In 1933 she was made Assist- 
ant Extension Librarian, and in 1942, 
Acting Extension Librarian on the in- 
duction into the U. S. Army of the Ex- 
tension Librarian Horace M. Byrnes, 
who subsequently resigned on Decem- 
ber 4, 1945. 

To summarize and fully evaluate the 
unique and matchless service of Miss 
Matthews to the libraries and librarians 
of Pennsylvania is an impossible task, 
for she has always been a library mis- 
sionary of the truest type, battling for 
library standards, many times under 
heavy odds. Her work on the P. L. A. 
Certification Committee, and her con- 
tinuous and unstinting support of the 
Summer Library School of Pennsyl- 
vania State College are perhaps the 
most outstanding of her many services 
to the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Fortunately Miss Matthews has not 
retired from active library service, but 
is lending her rich knowledge to the 
affairs of the Centre County Library 
and to its librarian, Mrs. Alice Ifversen. 
Needless to say that her colleagues in 
the Extension and other divisions of the 
State Library miss her professionally 
inspiring presence, and the Director, her 
generous counsel and detailed knowl- 
edge of library personnel in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


ALFRED DECKER KEATOR 
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ERIE SALARY PLAN 


The Erie Public Library has received 
a new classification and salary schedule 
from the Library Board of Trustees and 
the Board of School Directors. All sal- 
aries have been increased by $200 of 
“temporary local allowances” since 
1945, and professional employees will 
start at $1,800 a year, sub-professional 
employees at $1,350, and clerical em- 
ployees at $1,225. A copy of the plan 
may be secured by writing to the li- 
brarian, William Bacon. Definition of 
professional titles, allocation of work 
and opportunities for promotion are 
clearly stated and may be helpful to 
other libraries. 

More liberal sick leave and vacation 
benefits have been adopted also by the 
Library Board. Three weeks’ vacation 
with pay for all staff employes of one 
year’s service or longer, now are given 
instead of the two formerly allowed. 

Sick leave allowed has been increased 
from five days per year, accruing to a 
maximum of fifteen days; to seven days 
per year, accruing to a maximum of 
fifty days, with salary. [Illnesses of 
longer than one day require a physi- 
cian’s certificate. 


MARYWOOD ACCREDITED 


Marywood College has received the 
formal announcement that its depart- 
ment of librarianship has been accredit- 
ed by the Board of Education of the 
American Library Association. Ac- 
creditation places the Scranton Catholic 
college for women on the list of 36 ALA- 
approved library schools in the United 
States and Canada. 

Marywood, conducted by the Sisters, 
Servants of the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary, has offered certification courses 
in librarianship since 1929. Department 
curriculum was expanded from certifica- 
tion standards to a full basic program 
of 30 hours in 1940, and the college was 


then authorized to grant the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Library Science 
by the State Department of Public In- 
struction. Since that time both under- 
graduate and post-graduate courses in 
librarianship have been offered. 


LIBRARY SERVICE BILL 


The Public Library Service Demon- 
stration Bill has the support of Gover- 
nor Martin and the Senators in Penn- 
sylvania but it should receive public 
support as well. State and county-wide 
educational campaigns must continue. 
The U. S. Senate Committee on Educa- 
tion has approved the bill by a vote of 
16 to 2. It has improved the bill by 
increasing the State-Federal matching 
amount from $50,000 to $75,000 a year, 
and by extending the demonstration pe- 
riod from four to five years. 


Librarians can help this bill through 
Congress by keeping the public in- 
formed and by asking for endorsement. 
A Congressman votes for a bill when he 
knows the citizenry endorses it and 
makes the fact known. The four 
months’ interim between sessions will 
provide excellent opportunity for State 
and county-wide educational cam- 
paigns. In addition plans should now 
be made to campaign for the bill at 
county fairs and county teachers’ insti- 
tutes during the fall and during Book 
Week in November. 


A “Friends of the County Library” 
movement is needed in each county. Li- 
brarians and citizens in each county are 
urged to consider the possibility of cre- 
ating and extending good county-wide 
bookmobile library service. A moving 
picture of the Frazer Valley, Canada, 
county library service “Library on 
Wheels,” will be shown at the Pitts- 
burgh meeting, and the film will there- 
after be available for campaign use in 
counties throughout the State. Those 
attending the P. L. A. Conference will 
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receive a sample county library cam- 
paign kit, and other campaign ma- 
terials can be secured through the A. L. 
A., 50 East Huron St., Chicago, IIl. 
The Pennsylvania Co-ordinator of 
the P. L. A. Federal Relations Commit- 
tee finds it necessary to have one active 
representative in each county to relay 
important library news to librarians, 
citizens and groups in each county. 
Volunteers are needed. Please write to 
John H. Knickerbocker, Gettysburg 
College Library, Gettysburg, Pa. 


SERVICE SCHOLARSHIPS 
OFFERED 


The University of Pennsylvania is 
offering five Library Service Scholar- 
ships to full-time students (men or 
women) who are candidates for an ad- 
vanced degree in the Graduate Schools. 
Previous library experience or graduate 
study is not required, but the scholar- 
ships will be awarded on the basis of the 
student’s academic accomplishment and 
financial need. 

While the Scholarships carry no cash 
stipend, each recipient will be offered 
the opportunity of earning credit to- 
wards tuition fees. Scholarship holders 
will be assigned to special library proj- 
ects associated with their particular 
fields of study, either in the main li- 
brary or in one of the department’s 
libraries on the campus. Ten hours’ 
work per week for thirty weeks per 
year, or sixteen weeks for either semes- 
ter, are required of a Scholarship holder. 
The Scholarships are available only to 
full-time students. 

Application forms are available in the 
office of the Director of Libraries of the 
University of Pennsylvania, and Schol- 
arship applications for the coming year 
will be accepted up to September 1, 
1946.

NEWS FROM LIBRARIES 


Dr. Andrey Avinoff, retired Director 
of the Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh, 
has presented to the Museum his unique 
collection of entomological books and 
separata numbering about 4,275 titles, 
accumulated over a long period of years 
from all over the world. The collection 
contains books on natural history from 
the early 16th century to the present 
time, and a bookplate especially de- 
signed by Dr. Avinoff for this part of 
his library, portrays with consummate 
skill and charm a view of the peaks of 
Pamir with three butterflies of the im- 
perator princeps group and Dr. Avin- 
off’s distinctive signature. Since Dr. 
Avinoff previously presented to the 
Museum his entomological collections 
containing Jamaican and Central Asi- 
atic material, the Museum has increased 
reason to appreciate this invaluable ad- 
dition to its library. 


June 3, 1946, was the all-important 
date for the Carnegie Endowment Fund 
to clear its total of four million dollars 
raised by persistent effort by students 
and friends. On that date, the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York pledged to 
add their eight millions to that amount, 
started the Carnegie Institute of Tech- 
nology off on a new endowment. This 
means, among other improvements 
planned for the future, a LIBRARY on 


the campus. 


The foreign book collections in the 
University of Pittsburgh Library be- 
come more and more varied and inter- 
esting. About fifteen hundred books 
presented to the University by the 
Jugoslav government in connection with 
its Nationality Room in the Cathedral 
of Learning, have been taken from the 
cupboards there and catalogued for the 
main library. Since cards have not been 
available from the Library of Congress 
for many of the titles, and cards could 
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not be typed in the ordinary way, a 
Serbian typewriter was located and bor- 
rowed for the work, and an interpreter 
assisted in questions of classification. 
Croatian and Bulgarian books are a 
part of the collection. 

A Russian typewriter had to be lo- 
cated and borrowed so that cards could 
be typed for the increasing supply of 
books in that language. The number 
of students taking courses in Russian is 
constantly increasing. 

The Szu Ku Chuan Shw’ collection 
was presented to the University from 
the National Central Library, Chung- 
king, China, in the name of the Chinese 
Minister of Education, an alumnus of 
the university. This collection consists 
of about two thousand photoprints of 
the Imperial Manuscript Library orig- 
inally brought together by the Emperor 
in 1772. Fortunately the Library of 
Congress owns this set also, and photo- 
stats of the Library of Congress cards 
were available for the set in the Uni- 
versity. 


Announcement comes of the second 
meeting recently of the new regional 
library group, tentatively named the 
Lake Erie Library Association, at Law- 
rence Park High School Library, near 
Erie, Pennsylvania. The group com- 
prises public, school and college li- 
brarians from the three counties at the 
Lake Erie end of Pennsylvania, and 
from nearby communities in Ohio and 


New York. 


Program of the meeting consisted of 
a talk and demonstration on setting up 
a film program for the school or small 
public library, and the film “Free Read- 
ing For All.” A questionnaire on the 
form of organization was distributed, 
and plans made for a fall meeting at 
Allegheny College Library, Meadville, 
Pennsylvania. 

Miss Alice Jose, Librarian of East 
High School Library, Erie, is Tempo- 


rary Chairman, and Miss Nina Blakes- 
lee, Erie Public Library, Temporary 
Secretary, of the group. 


A program for the microfilming of 
unique and disintegrating files of Erie, 
Pennsylvania, newspapers dating back 
to 1820 is now well under way, with film 
actually completed or in process for the 
first ten years of the Erie Daily Times, 
1888-1898. 

Initiation of the program was made 
possible by a grant from the publishers 
of the present-day Times, matching a 
library appropriation for the purpose. 
Both institutions will secure prints of 
the film for their use. Filming is being 
done by the Photo Records Division of 
Remington Rand, Inc.

Institute of Technology, Philadelphia, 
will offer a course in Special Library 
Service for college graduates who wish 
to become librarians of business, tech- 
nical and public administration li- 
braries. 
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Miss M. Margaret Kehl, formerly 
Assistant Librarian of the Municipal 
Reference Library of the City of New 
York, has been appointed a member of 
the faculty of the Drexel Library School 
and will conduct the course in Special 
Library Service. 

The Drexel Library School Associa- 
tion will award a scholarship of two 
hundred dollars for the course in Special 
Library Service for the year 1946-47. 
Application for the scholarship should 
be made to the Dean of the Library 
School. 


PERSONAL NOTES 


Dr. Ralph Munn, Director of the 
Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh and all 
its branches, represented the American 
Library Association at the presentation 
of the ten thousand American books to 
the National Library of Peru, July 4th. 
The former library was destroyed by 
fire three years ago, but has recently 
been rebuilt. Dr. Munn accompanied 
Dr. Luther Evans, of the Library of 


Congress. 


Carl William Hull accepted the posi- 
tion as Librarian of the Public Library 
at Warren, Pennsylvania, and began his 
work in June. Members of the P. L. A. 
will recall that Mr. Hull was previously 
Librarian of the DuBois Public Library, 
and has for the last few years been 
Chairman of the P. L. A. Exhibits Com- 


mittee. 


Walter Hausdorfer, librarian of the 
School of Business, Columbia Univer- 
sity since 1930, has been appointed Li- 
brarian of the Sullivan Memorial Li- 
brary, Temple University, Philadelphia. 
He succeeds J. Periam Danton, who has 
been teaching in the School of Library 
Science, Columbia University, since his 
return from service in the Navy, and 
Lucy E. Fay, acting librarian during 
Dr. Danton’s absence. 

Dr. Danton has been appointed Dean 
of the School of Librarianship, Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley. 


Lawrence E. Wikander, circulation 
supervisor of the Mount Pleasant 
Branch of the Public Library of the 
District of Columbia, Washington, 
D. C., has been appointed supervisor of 
technical processes and in charge of ac- 
quisitions, Sullivan Memorial Library, 
Temple University. 


John Eliot Alden has been appointed 
Curator of Rare Books at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Library. Mr. 
Alden is a graduate of the University of 
Michigan Library School, and was there 
as an assistant in the library for several 
years. In 1941 he went to the Library 
of Congress as assistant in the Reading 
Rooms and later became assistant cura- 
tor in the Houghton Library, Harvard 
University.
